U.S. turns its back 


Thembekile Xiphu (nicknamed 
Twiggs) is a young South African 
student who has been studying at 
Howard University. in Washing- 
ton, D.C. He stood before a meet- 
ing of church people in New York 
City end told of the brutal torture 
ne Geindured for wo months atthe 
hands St"South Atrican:authori- 
ties, and of his imprisonment in 
solitary confinement. The reason 
for his imprisonment?-He'd dared 
to work to improve science educa- 
tion in Black South African 
schools and was a member of the 
South African Student Oraaniza- 
tion. He finally escaped from 
South Africa and traveled to’ 
Washington. D.C. in 1977. 

Twiggs has been a model stu- 
dent who tried to concentrate on 
his studies while living in constant 
fear of being forceably returned to 
his country. It seems the Iimmigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
(INS) has repeatedly denied him 
political asylum in this country. He 
is now “deemed deportable” by 
that agency and has been offered 
sanctuary by Lincoln Congrega- 
tional United Church of Christ, a 
Black church in Washington, D.C. 

The INS rules state that refugees 
who flee to the United States are

applicable for political asylum if 


They look forward eagerly to their 
graduation ceremonies, proms, 
engagement parties, and wed- 
dings. Much as we did, they lavish 
time and attention on picking out 
just the right dress for each 
occasion. 

But at the same time, many more 
of today's teenage girls are going 
through very different changes.

Ray Miller believes 
that Kucinichis likely to attempt to 
appeal to Black voters -- despite 
his strong negative perception 
among Black Cleveland leaders in 
the past. “When you run state- 
wide,” Miller believes, “you have to 
be attractive to the largest number 


of people.” Thus, Miller argues, 
Kucinich must_broaden his mes- 
sage to appeal to Black voters that 
he previously had not so ardently 
wooed. 

However, Miller expects such an 
attempt to fall on deaf-ears inthe 
Black community. “When there's a 
real examination of the rhetoric,” 
Milter asserted, “Black voters will 
find that Kucinich is simply prop- 
osing to do things that Dick 
Celeste is already doing.” 


That does not mean that Celeste 
will not encounter Black opposi- 
tion Miller said. For example,

are now strained, the Reagan 
Administration still considers 
South Africa a friend of the U.S. 
This country is one of South Afri- 
ca’s major trading partners; more 
South African consulates exist 
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here than in any other nation in the 
world.

Up to now, how- 
ever, the’sanctuary movement has 
focused on those fleeing the hor- 
rors of Central America. We 


believe the time has now come for 
that movement to expand its scope 
to embrace the growing number of 
South African refugees with the 
same love and strength they so 
bravely exhibited in response to 
the Central American crisis.

- or page WSO Church ie 
Washington, D.C. provided the 
rationale when he stated. “We 
believe the movement for social 
justice, in this case providing 
refuge for victims of war in Central 
America, is not peripheral to the 
gospel of Jesus Christ ... We 
believe the Christian must be on 
the side of those whose lives are 
put in jeopardy by others, even if 
that puts one's own life in 
jeopardy.” 

The lives of Black South Afri- 
cans are Constantly at risk. If the 
INS continues to ignore their 
pleas. all of us must be prepared to 
respond -- quickly and effectively. 
Black churches, particularly, must 
begin to lay the pians now so that, 
like Lincoln Congregational 
Church, they will be ready to open 
their doors to those in need of a 
safe harbor.

their first sexual éxperience, their 
first pregnancy, their first abor- 
tion, their first birth. ’ 
Socially, our youngsters are 
progressing at about the same rate 
as we did. But in terms /of their 
physical development and sexual 
activity, many of today’s teenagers 
are racing ahead. Over.42 million 
teens are already sexually active, 
five million of whom are girls. 
Some half a million of these girls 
give birth every year, 10,000 of 
whom are less than 15 years old. 


Teenagers like “Mary” are 
caught between the old world and 
the new. When the two come into 
conflict, as they did for her, the 
results can be very painful. The 
conflict is seldom as dramatic as 
Mary's, but it happens very often, 
to many teens, in smaller ways. 

At a recent town meeting on 
adolescent pregnancy, a teen 
mother spoke of her deep disap- 
pointment at missing her high 
school prom, which she did not 

* attend because as a mother she 
felt she no longer belonged. It was 
a tradition that meant something 
important to her, and she missed 
it.

If we are to help our teens keep 
from becoming pregnant too early 


- in life, we must understand this 


conflict. We cannot aijord to 
ignore the new teen rites of pas- 
sage while we celebrate the old 
anes. 

The first step is to sit down with 
our teenage sons and daughters 
and discuss this problem. To start 
the discussion, you could ask 
them to read this column. We must 
be in touch with all major cha: 
in our children’s lives. O se,

almost automatically considered runaway cases, cases where 
the child left the home of its own volition and wants to stay away.

His new legislation, according to Fisher, would make police 
investigations, inté reported missing children, mandatory and 
immediate. It would also increase the penalty for child stealing 
and make child enticement, trying but failing to abduct a child, a 
new. crime, Many people try to entice children into getting inside 
cars with them with candy or promises that it’s okay with the 
child's parents. Even if the child says “no” and runs away, the act 
of enticing the child is now a crime. 

Fisher suggested that child safety drills, similar to fire drills in 
school. ‘are a good idea. “I never went home after a fire drill! 

paranoid about fires in the school. But | did learn what! should do 
incase of a fire and a child safety drill should do the same thing,” 
said Fisher. 

He asked parents to undergo voluntary fingerprinting and to 
have the child fingerprinted by the police department or at a local 
mall. He said that though fingerprinting is a violation of one’s 
right to privacy, if the fingerprint card is given to the parent only, 
it’s okay. “Don't,” he said, “let the police or any private business 
hold the fingerprint, once one of your child has been made. Have 
it done where the parentcan hold the card and that way the child 
is safe.” 

In a nutshell, the Senator said, “my bill will do five things: It will 
establish missing child programs to educate parents about what 
they can do and what they should do to prevent their child from 
being ebducted; It makes child stealing, even by one of the 
parents, a felony; it requires police to undergo special training in 
dealing with child abuse or abduction; It requires that a search 
begin immediately for missing children, once it has been 
reported to the police; and The Fingerprinting program was insti- 
tuted by this bill. : 

To some of his listeners, the idea that a stolen car would be 
investigated before a stolen or missing child is ludicrous. “But,” 
said the Senator, “children have the weakest lobby of them all 
because they don't vote. They have to rely on others to see their 
needs met and it doesn’t always work out that way. If it did, this 
might be a better world,” he added. 

The Senator said he makes at least three speeches a week, in 
favor of tougher laws against child stealers and abductors. He 
said he worked through the churches because it was necessary, 
but that schools and local school systems had also cooperated in 
his effort. 

His bill, was. introduced in January of 1984 and passed in 
December of '84. It was not until January of 1985 that the bill was 
signed into law. 

Fisher contends there were 1.5 million reported missing child- 
ren last year and that the actual number may be greater than that, 
because some parents are afraid to report their children as miss- 
ing for one reason or another.

The offenders were 
ordered to strip naked and 
were then beaten by members 


. of the ‘Sisterhood’ or ‘Brother- 


hood’,-a group of loyal 
enforcers. The enforcers were 
under strict orders to hit’ 
offenders with all their might or 
else they too were stripped and 
beaten. 2 

Stanley Gant, a former 
member and witness, said he 
was beaten when he wasted 
the minister's time for wanting 
to talk about a job. Witnesses 
said Gant was beaten so bru- 
tally that his back looked like 
“raw hamburger meat”, similar 
to the beating received by 
‘Kunte Kinte’ in the movie 
“Roots”. 

Adams told the Call & Post 
she was beaten because of a 
verbal disagreement with 
another sister in the church. 

“One of the sisters said | 
yelled at her, so she called the 
Bishop. He called me and told 
me that | couldn't get my atti- 
tude together and ordered me 
to come to the church.” 

“When | got there, a member 
of the Sisterhood told me to 
take off all my clothes--except 
my bra--and stand still. She 
told me to look straight ahead 
and place my hands in front of 
me.” ; 

“The sisters stood in line-- 
one behind the other--and then 
walked up and beat me with a 
belt on my butt about five 
times each. There were about 
13 or 14 of them in the room, 
but only eight or nine beat me.” 


“After they beat me, they told 
me to be quiet since | was cry- 
ing, and then they told me to 

-take a bath. | was bleedirig very 

badly and they wouldn't let me 
see a doctor. | went back to 
work the next day and bled for 
two days after that.” 

Adams said her work 
included spending nearly 10.5

According to Adams’ testim- 
ony, she and other workers 
received no compensation, 
and were watched nearly every 
minute of the day to keep them 
from fraternizing with custo- 
mers whom Thomas consi- 
dered ‘outsiders’ or ‘enemies’. 
Even when allowed to make 
telephone calls, Adams said 
another member listened to the 
conversation. 

Doris Adams said Thomas 
was so adamant about negat- 
ing outside influence, he 
turned children against their 
parents by teaching them that 
their parents never did anyting 
for them: “I’m the one who 
cares for you,” were his alleged 
words. Randolph Norris, 
Mercer Coynty’s assistant pro- 
secutor, said Thomas ordered 
members to discontinue 
communication with relatives 
if they left the church. 

Doris was a member of Tho- 
mas’ church for eight years 
before she finally decided 
she’d had enough. She pri- 
vately disputed some of Tho- 
mas’ teachings, especially 
those about women: “He said 
women couldn't think for 
themselves and didn’t have any 
sense. Or he told husbands to 
beat their wives if they didn't do 
what he told them to do. He 
said wives were subjects of 
their husbands.” Although she 
and her husband are no longer 
members, Doris said six of her 
children are still participants of 
Thomas’ church. One of her 
sons was married to Cynthia. 

Doris said she made up her 
mind to teave when Cynthia 
told ‘her of Thomas’ sexual 
prociivities.

OBERLIN, OHIO--"Is my 
name forgotten...?" asked 
Sarah Margru Kinson in an 
1854 letter to abolitionist Lewis 
Tappan. Kinson was a native 
African missionary and one of 
three Biack antebellum»women 
who attended Oberlin College 
and whose lives and writings 
are chronicled in the recently 
published book, “The Three 
Sarahs: Documents of Antebel- 
jum Black College Women.” 

Also remembered in the new 
book are Sara Stanley and 
Sarah Woodson, two other for- 
gotten figures in Black and 
women’s history who before 
the Civil War obtained a col- 
lege education at Oberlin--the 
first college to open its doors to 
women and Blacks. 

Authored by Ellen Nikenzie 
Lawson with Marlene Merrill, 
“The Three Sarahs” has just 


been released by The Edwin 
Mellen Press of Lewiston, N.Y. 
as No. 13 in its Studies in 
Women and Religion series. 
Lawson, an historian and free- 
lance writer who now resides in 
Seattle, Wash., is a former 
assistant dean of Oberlin’s Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences; Mer- 
rill, a former teacher, is a 
research associate at the Ober- 
lin College Library. 

Included in the new work are 
photographs and writings of 
the three Sarahs: speeches 
against slavery, essays on anti- 
slavery and temperance, and 
letters from Africa and the 
South as well as documents 
written during their years at 
Oberlin. The book also con- 
tains the first-known college 
graduation speech presented 
by a Black woman, Lucy Stan- 
ton, who--at Oberlin in 1850-- 


became the first Black woman 
to complete a four-year college 
program. The documents were 
included to “allow these 
women to speak for them- 
selves to succeeding genera- 
tions interested in the lives and 
thoughts of interracial pio- 
neers,” Lawson says. 

That the current generation 
is interested in the lives of 
these and similar women is 
already becoming evident, 
according to Merrill, who says 
the book already has inspired 
students in the College's 
women's studies courses to 
delve further into the College's 
archives for information on 
other women who have broken 
racial and sexual barriers. 

Of the 140 Black women who 
attended Oberlin College 
before 1865, the three subjects 
were chosen, Lawson states, 


because “in an era when most 
Afro-Americans were en- 
slaved, these three Sarahs 
stand out as persons of 
achievement who dedicated 
their lives to Christianity and 
education.” 

“The Three Sarahs"' re- 
counts the childhood, educa- 
tion, and career of Kinson as a 
Congressional missionary in 
West Africa, Stanley as a 
teacher in the United States, 
and Woodson asa leader in the 
South. , 

Kinson was born in Africa 
and sold into slavery as a child.

Tony Brown aneens at conference

Tie oniy ‘color ol -iréedom-—in 
America is green, according io 

journalist Tony Brown. Brown, 
who host the syndicated televison 
news show “Tony Brown's Jour- 
nal” spoke recently at the 1985 
National Industry, Education and 
Government Partnership Con- 
ference. 

The conference took place Fri- 
day, June 28 at the Northshore 
Inn. Participants focused in on the 
problems faced by minority and 
female-owned businesses. Brown, 
along with Sarah Short Austin, 
‘Director of the Greater Cleveland 
Roundtable, were the keynote 
speakers. 

Brown said the new battle for 
Blacks is to gain economic free- 
dom..“We have moved our strug- 
gle from the Streets to the suites,” 
he said. 

Brown said Blacks believe they 
are poor and powerless, when this 
is not the case. “30 million Blacks 
in this country earn $200 billion, 
and spend $170 billion in goods 
and services. This means Black 
Americans have monetary wealth, 
greater than the gross national 
products of Canada or Australia. 
Blacks’ economic power is the 
equivalent to the GNP of the ninth 
largest nation in the free world.” 

According to Brown, Blacks buy 
18 percent of this country’s orange 
juice; 20 percent of its rice; 26 per- 
cent of all Cadillac cars; and 99 
percent of Florsheim shoes. 
Blacks drink 20 percent of all 
scotch whiskey and Black teenag- 
ers buy 40 percent of all record
